BOUNTY FOR SUGAR FRODUCENRS,

from O'Neill and other seotions of Nebraska
indleate thut tho ampression prevails, after
reading in i Bee dispateh recently, o stare.

cure & bounty of two cents a  pound,
that the bounty is to go to the manufacturer
oud not the producers of suwar.

Tho manufac-
turer gets no bounty whatever. A duty is
imposed upon retlned sugar for the protec
tion of the wanufacturer should he wish o
enengo also in refining, but the 2-cent bounty
is for the fariner, thoman who grows tho
beets or cuue or produces sugar from maple
syrup,

Borraro, Wyo,, June = [Specinl Corre-
spondence to Tne Bue. | <AL a late hour lust
night the prelimionry exdmiontion of Jumos
MeDermott, one of tho principals of tho now
famous Madden-MeDerfuott gang of crimi-
nnls who have terrovized the Big Horp bnsin
for six yoars past, was Huished. The whole
of the day was occupied In the examination
of the witneases for the prosecution, mnd in
the evening MeDormott bimaalf was placed
on the stand und glven ad opportunity to tos-
tify as to whother ho was téspousible for tho
death of hia little childl who was shot in
his arms on March 31 last by Thomas sad-
den, The prosecution sought to prove that
MeDermott, after threstening to murdor his
wife, followed her to the ranch of Thomas
Mundden, three-quarters of 8 mile below on
the No Wood river, whither sho had flown
for protection, The wife had wurned Thomas
and Peter Madden that her husband swore
he woild come down and kill them all, ana
when MeDormott approached, Tom Madden
met him in tront of the oeabin. Four shots
were exchanged and a ball plerced the brain
of little Phillip, the ohild which MeDermott
held in his arms, and the father fell sonse-
less, with a wound Lo his face, The coroner’s
jury bald that MceDermett was responsible
for the deatn of the chila, and owing to the
Injurles which ho had received, his exami-
nation was deferred until yesterday., The
defendant's wife and the Mudden boys wers
the principal witnessas for tho prosecution,
Thelr stories were similar, and yet econtra-

*Is that your verdict, doctor ('

“Yes. snid the physiclan sadly.

The snnouncement did not disturb the
patient's serenity at all,

“Do you contemnplate the ehange with any
trepidation I inquired the doctor.

“Not in the least,”” was the reply with a
smile,

During the day the natient's condition con-
tinued to grow moroe serious, Ho could re-
tuin no nouristinont, whatever, and the little
retonining of the former strength slowly
obbod awny, but consciousness anover do-
parted,

During the afternoon Rev, Mr. Milburn
wns sent for and administered the snernmaont,
Then Mpe, MeDonald enlled his familv and
somae intimnte frionds about him and calmly
and sovenely, ns if the oceasion wore one of
the most ordinney kind, hin gave directions
for his funernl  arcangements and  the
dispusition of somoe  of his per-
sonal  affuivs. In  the presonce  of all
ho snid he wished to give testimony to lhils
falth In God's suving grace, Then he grasped
each by the hapd and oade him good-bye
saving that he could seo no gore eallers, His
friends thus dismissed, the dyving man sur-
rendered himset! to the eare of the physiclans
to nwait the coming of the inevitable,

Joseph Ewing MeDonnld wns born of
Scoteh and Huguenot parentage in Olifo, in
15140, He learned the saddler’s nnd harposs
minker's trade, studied at Wabash college and
asvury university, read law and begnn the
practice of his profession at Lafayette, [nd,
Soon after he was olocted  distriet attornoey,
and in 1848 romoved to Crawfordsville. I
180 MeDonalg was chosen  attorney general
of the stato, and in 1850 settled in Indianapo-
lis, He was elected o congress in 1845, and
was defentad for the governorship by Oliver
I'. Morton in Is74. In 1576 he was electod
nlted Stutes senator, serving one term.
Sineo 1851 Senntor MeDonald rosided in In-
dinnapois and devoted himself to professionml
pursuits,  He wis populnrly known as Ol
Suddlobags' and was u comrade of the late
Vice Prealdent Flendrivlks,
